Dr. Leffmann shows the commercial value 


of pure water by statistics as to the cost of 
typhoid fever. 
Philadelphia had over 4500 


tvohoid cases last_vear. -The average cost 
of each case for physicians, medicine and 
nursing Dr. Leffmann puts at $100, or a 
total of ^450,000. This represents the direct 
money cost of typhoid fever.—a disease 
which is the legitimate fruit of impure water. 
This outlay caused by typhoid cases is three 


jr cent, on $15,000,000, \\hich would more 
an suffice to filter all the water furnished 
the city and deliver it to the people free 


•om typhoid germs. 
But a far more serious item in the cost of 
phoid is the 409 useful lives which were 
ut off entirely last year by this preventable 
isease. 
There is no offset to this loss nor 


i there in any degree recompense to the 
000 others for the loss of time and dim- 
ished vitality caused by a prolonged strug- 
le with this exhausting disease. The tax 
f $450,000 for money actually expended by 
eason of this disease fell not lightly upon 
je many but heavily upon the few. Sick- 
.ess, expense, suspension of wage-earning 
apacity in the case of 4500 and death for 
C9 is the painful record of the year. 
With 


ome slight variation iu the figures it tells 
he story of last year and the year before, 
nd it predicts with certainty what will be 
hown in the present year and in the years 
o come, until the people of Philadelphia 
ecome sufficiently enlightened to refuse to 
ake sewage-poisoned water. 


For twenty-five years this question of an 


mproved water supply for Philadelphia has 
>een agitated.

of getting to the city in sufficient quantity

Annual Report of the Board at Health. 


To THE BUUOKSS A so CODNOIL OF run 


BOROUGH OF 


: — In conformity to the statute 


the Board of Health submits its annual re- 
port for the year 1895. 


There were eleven meetings of the Board 


held within the year and careful attention 
was given to all matters which affected the 
health of the inhabitants of the borough. 
During the month of June the Health officer, 
in compliance with instructions from the 
Board, visited a large number of the houses 
in the borough and where they were found 
:o he in an unsanitary condition ordered 
them to be cleansed and the cellars white- 
washed. All nuisances coming to the atten- 
tion of the Board have been abated and there 
exists to-day no nuisance in the town of 
which the Board has cognizance and over 
which the Board has control. 
The appear- 


ance of a number of cases of typhoid fever 
last January and February caused the Board 
to have distributed throughout the town 
circulars calling attention to the necessity 
of boiling all river water used for drinking 
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purposes. 
r of deaths from contagions 
and culinary p 
The numbe 


and communicable diseases during the year 
has been much smaller than during 1894. 
In either year there were no deaths from 
scarlet fever, or smallpox, -2 in each year 
from typhoid fever, and while in 1894 there 
fifteen deaths from diphtheria, in 1895 there 
was but one. 
The total number of deaths 


is slightly in excess of the preceding year, 
numbering 143 as against 130 during 1894.

Imatra Waterfall In Finland. 


The celebrated waterfall of Imatra, in 


Finland, which was visited, wo believe, by 
Mr. Gladstone during one of his Scandi- 
navian tours, promises to become a source 
of very large profit to the revenues of the 
imperial grand duchy. 
Tho ever increas- 


ing crowd of summer and autumn tourlsta 
visiting the fall already supports o special 
line of railway constructed for their con- 
venience and accommodation. 
The so 


called Historical hotel, which stands above 
tho Imatra, as well as the many flourish- 
Ing settlements on tho Saima oanal, exist 
almost entirely on the yearly influx ot 
visitors from all parts of Europe. A Rus- 
sian company is now being organized for 
exploiting the Inherent loroo of this mag- 
nificent cascade as an electrical motor. A 
network of wires will transmit the motor 
power of the tumbling aud foaming waters 
of Imatra in various directions, oven as 
far as the gloomy and misty Potropolis. 
The now company desires to obtain a driv- 
ing force of 20,000 horsepower, and as the 
Finnish executive values each single horse- 
power at 600 riksmarks tho necessary cap- 
ital for working the enterprise will be 12,- 
600,000 of that currency. The lessees will 
pay for their acquired force by a fixed per- 
centage on tba gross capital. It is stated 
that 20,000 horsepower represents only 
one-sixth of the oolossul force of tho Fm- 
nish Niagara.—London News. 


War's Brutality. 


In modern warfnro tho destruction of 


churches and cathedrals as well as of li- 
braries and public buildings has been very 
common. During the devastation of the 
Palatinate by the French all cathedrals 
and churches were ruthlessly plundered 
and destroyed, even tho tombs of the em- 
perors at Spiers being pillaged and demol- 
ished.

The Aathorihlp of the Song Flxtd Upon 


I>ou£la« of Flngland. 


Frank Popo Humphrey §ays in Mo 


Cluro's Magazine: 


It was at Muxwelton House, Annie'i 


birthplace, that I came across the missing 
link in tho chain of evidence that fixes the 
authorship of tho song upon Douglas ol 
J'ingluml. Flnglnml is lu tho parish ol 
bright, and Douglas was a somewhat near 
neighbor of Annie. 


The present proprietor of Maxwolton 


House, Sir Emillus Laurlo, placed in my 
lutnds a letter of which he said I might 
make what use I liked, and this letter 
contained the missing link. 


It was written in 1889 by a friend to Sir 


Kmlllns and relates an incident which 
took place in 1S54. At that time the 
writer, whom wo will call Mr. B., was on 
ii visit with his wife to some friends in 
Yorkshire. 
Wrs. B. was a somewhat fa- 


mous singer of ballads. A few friends 
wore Invited to moot them one evening, 
and after the ladles had retired to tha 
drawing room their hostess asked Mrs. B 
tn sing, and sho sang "Annie Laurie," in 
the modern revision, just as we all sing It. 


Among tho guests was a lady In her 


ninety-seventh year. Sho gave close at- 
luntion to tho Kinging of the ballad, anc 
when Mrs. B. had finished she spoke up 
"Thank you, thank you, very much I But 
they're ua tho words my grandfather 
•u rote.'' Then sho repeated the first stanza 
ax she knew it. 


Tho nest day Mr. and Mrs. B. oallet 


upon hor, and in tho meantime she bad 
had the original first stanza written out. 
dictating it to a grandniooo. She Imc 
signed it with hpr own shaky hand.

I ".dug satisfied with the signature, she hoc 
Mgnod it a second time. 


Sho explained that her grandfather, 


Douglas of Finglund, was desperately in 
love with Annie Laurie when ho wrote the 
song. "But," sho added, "he did n« get 
hor after a'." 


She was not quite suro as to Annle'a 


fato, sho said. Somo folks had said she 
died unmarried, while some had said she 
married Ferguson of Craigdarrooh, and 
she rather thought that was tho truth.

lines she had given, she said:

DISPOSITfONS MADE KNdWN IN THE 


COLOR OF THE OPTICS. 


•<-M Are Not Black, and They Fad*. 


Tim Eji»» of Sbakekpearo, Colerldse and 
Byron— Beware of Eteely Gray and Green. 
Bw«et llrown Eyen. 


It has Iwon remarked by those who are 


moat conversant with tlio anatomy of tho 
optic that tho darkest huod oyo Is most 
msec ptiblo to change. Tho fading of the 
blaok oye is no gecvet, as it is almost uni- 
versal, and this is natural and accounted 
for from the known faut that tho black 
eye in not blnck, but n yullow of doop color 
and Kjmothnos fouud in combination with 
ono (^ more colors. The light blue and 
the £T»y soom to IJB the most lasting. Th8 
gray eyo is nu almost universal character- 
istic of men nnd woinon of great intellect. 


Shakospearo had deep gray eyes, which 


wore remarkuulo for their uoar approach 
to bluo. 
Up to tho death of the poet the 


original color remained. Lord Byron had 
tho jcray eye of the poet. Coloridge also 
had (?ray eyes; but, like Shakespeare and 
Byron, the gray was nt times, and under 
mejtal excitement particularly, tinted 
with anothor color. 
One biographer of 


Lord Byron tolls of his beautiful, change- 
able gray eye as one of the chief character- 
istic features of ills physiognomy. The eye 
of Coleridge was of a greenish gray. 


It is an undeniable fact that the colors 


most, common to tho eyes—brown, gray, 
blue, hazel and blaok, or what is called 
black—are seldom found in all the purity 
of the Individual color. 
Regarding the 


black oyo, it is distance only that makes It 
&PDA 4?Jto bo purely blaok, for the reason 
such strong~contrast to the vvhit'e of" tiio 
oyo that the pupil always appoars black. 
There aro also eyes of so bright a hazel us 
to soom almost yellow, and there are eyes 
tiiat bear out tho often reiterated remark 
concerning "green eyed jealousy," for 
they are, to all appearances, positively 
groc-n. It is frequently tho case that they 
are very beautiful when they are shaded, 
as Is often tho case with very long 
and dark eyelashes, but though beau- 
tiful thoy fire not indicative of a good dis- 
position and belo'jg particularly to a per- 
son of jealous temperament. 
Clear, light 


bluo oyos, with a calm steadfastness In 
their gluuoe, are said to bo indicative of a 
ohctirful disposition, of a sorono temper 
and of a constant nature. Too light bluo 
oye Is peculiar to the northern nations, 
and it is mostly to bo fouud among tho 
Swc>dos and tho Scotch. Among tho rare 
blonds of tho southern portions of Europe 
Is also found tho blue oyo. Tho pleasant, 
lighl bluo eyo, with the honest glance, 
xuuht not be confounded with another sort 
of oyo of a pale bluo, almost steel ooloro 
hue, which bus a continually shifting sor 
of motion both of the eyelids and the pu 
plls. Human beings having eyes such a 
theso should bo avoided, for_ the color 1 
selfish nature. 


Very dark bluo eyes, with something o 


tho tint of tho violet, show great power o 
affection and purity of mind, but it is re 
marked of those that tho possessor of sue] 
eyos is seldom a person of rnuoh intolleo 
tuality. It is tho universal opinion tha 
'blue eyesaromorosigniflountof tendornos 
and of a certain yielding of purpose than 
eithur tho brown, black or gray eyes 
Concerning tho constancy of the person 
It is agreed that bluo eyed people are no 
Inconstant, lite those of hnzoland yellow 
eyes, but it iu certain that thoy yield fron 
affection for those they love and only Ii 
those remaining constant in ovory other 
case and even under tho strongest tempta 
tlon. 


Gray eyes with n greenish tint, and with 


orange BS well as blue in them, and which 
nro of ever varying tints, resembling in 
this respect tlio sea, aro indicative of nios1 
Intelloctunlity. 
Theso aro especially in 


dicativo of impulsive, impressionable tem- 
pcramonts—a mixture of tho sanguine and 
bilious—which produce the poetic and ar- 
tistic natures.

brown eyes, when not of tho yellowish 
tint, but pure russet brown, sho>v an af- 
fectionate disposition, nnd the darker tho 
brown—that is, the moro thoy verge ou to 
that deepest of brown color in eyes wo are 
In tho habit of calling black—the moro 
ardent and passionate is tho powor of af- 
fection, while it is agreed that tho lovo of 
persons with blaok eyos is most lasting ol 
all. The brown eyes that do not appear to 
the observer blaok—that is to say, those 
which are not sufficiently dark to appear 
so—nro tho eyos of sweet, gentle, and -un- 
selfish natures, without the inconsistency 
of tho light brown or yellow eyes—''golden 
eyes,"as they have frequently been culled, 
nnd which are very little more to be trust- 
ed than tho greou eyos. 


Although their praises fire often sung in

A STUDY IN HEREDITY. 


BttinUl of the Union of a Stnpld Race With 


One Brilliant, but Tainted. 


Herodlt-y Is a conspicuous feature in the 


theory of criminal anthropology held by 
tho school of which Lombroso is the lead- 
er, and Louibroso's ArchiviodiPsiohiatritt 
contains in a recent issue an article illus- 
trating it. It is a story by Bonier! dl 
Eocchl of throe generations of an Italian 
family. 
D., whoso family since the early 


years of tho sixteenth century had pro- 
duced only commonplace men and women, 
married U., whose ancestors, immediate 
and remote, had been brilliant men and 
women, with here and there a physical 
taint that often took the form of ophthal- 
mia and of a degeneration affecting the 
skin, while others had exhibited psycho 
ethical anomalies. D. was normal and 
undistinguished, like all his recent ances- 
tors, and was manifestly the inferior of 
his wife. 
Sno Inherited the brilliancy of 


her race, gathered about her an intellec- 
tual sociut-y und sometimes wroto verse. 
Her letters to I), were clever and charm- 
ing, though not mark oil with strong evi- 
dences of uiluoblon. D.'s chief defect as a 
UUbband was a certain infirmity of temper, 
marked by occasional outbursts of anger. 


Six children were born to this pair. 


One sou showed groat brilliancy and fond- 
ness for study, so that he promised to 
mulco a name in the world of science or of 
letters, but ho was onrly overtaken by 
blindness through the inherited taint, and 
ho died at 00 undistinguished. The sec- 
ond was a "mnttoid," in tho language of 
Lombroso and bis school. He was clover, 
but utterly without application. Satiric 
poetry was his passion. Ho took to drink 
and to play, thus exhibiting the psycho 
ethical taint of his mother's family, and 
died at 50 from tho result of overindul- 
gence in tho course of a too rapid life. The 
oh'ild'l'fie form'of mark'ed'rmpuisivonbss^" 


The third child, a daughter, was distin- 


guished for extreme sensibility and sweet- 
ness of character. She was affectionate, 
ohaiitublo and self sacrificing. 
She lost 


her husband and hor daughter, however, 
within a month and booaino a mad hypo- 
chondriac, thus exhibiting tho mental 
taint of tho mother's family. Two other 
daughters inherited the father's normal 
character and apparently not his infirmity 
of temper, as they are dismissed with a 
lino. The sixth child, a boy, inherited 
traits of both parents in a marked degree. 
He \vas warmly affectionate, and his 
moral sense was highly developed; but, 
like tho father, ho was irascible and at 
times driven to exhibitions of great anger 
by trifles. Ho developed palpitation of the 
heart toward 80. The inherited literary 
bont of tho mother's family took in him 
tho form of graphomnnia. Ho married an 
unusually sweet natured woman, not of 
Italian blood, and died at 40, leaving a 
son and a daughter of tender years, 


Hero began the third generation. 
The 


daughter was a girl of rare intellectual 
gifts and amazing confidence in her own 
judgment. Premature old age overtook 
i^^-^ll^P' ~ She, too, wasa graphomaniao, 
written many romances, for the most part 
politico-religious. Sha wrote with no wish 
for fame, but merely to put Into words hen 
opinions and conceptions of life. 
She re- 


fused indeed to seek a publisher for her 
writings. 
Tho brother, before reaching 


tho age of 18, had written many romances, 
dramas, poems and sociological studies. 
Pie, too, was a graphomnnlac, and ho pub- 
lished uotlungsaveafowoocasional poems. 
Of four others in tho third generation ono 
was gifted, but ho bocamo a drunkard. A 
second showed no marked anomaly, and a 
third was unintelligent and abnormal. 


Thus tho uuirriagoof D., tho scion of a 


normal and stupid race, with the brilliant 
but tainted U., gavo to the world a strange 
succession of brilliant eccentrics, hypo- 
chondriacs, mattoids and drunkards,

Bnt the Excitement Overcame Him, and 


the Famous Guerrilla £acaped« 


Tlio late Captain Oficnr Taylor was born 


in Poughkoc'psio in 1818. 
When the war 


broke out, ho organized and equipped at 
his own expense Company F of the Thir- 
jUxmii—Nlmjt_J2QjiLrjiKiUiJu±aQ3ja__ji«ul_«u««. 
mude captain of the company. He had 
soon a lot of active service in command of 
scouting parties in Virginia when in 1863 
he got after the guerrilla chief, Mosby. 
Eventually he located his man at a farm- 
house near the Fairfax road and surround- 
ed the place. A roughly dressed man tried 
to run away from the house, but was sho 
down. As he fell several women ran ou 
screaming, and picking up the man oar 
ried him into the house, barring tho doo 
behind thorn. When the door was opened 
ono of tho women told the troops theyluu 
shot a Union soldier, but one who knew 
Mosby entered the house and found th 
guerrilla in a Union uniform under a bod 


Leaving Mosby there, the soldier rushei 


out to report his find. He was particularly 
elated, for tho reason that a reward o 
8100,000 had been offered for Mosby, deai 
or alive, on account of his many atrocities 
Leaving the man alone even for a momen 
proved a fatal mistake. 
The news of th< 


capture was so exciting to Captain Taylor 
who had boon on the hunt for four day 
without sleep, that he fell from his horse 
suffering from a stroke of paralysis. 
Th< 


fall of their captain threw the troop into 
confusion. 
They supposed he had been 


wounded, and while they were working 
over him they paid no attention to a seem 
ingly decrepit old woman who hobblei 
away from the house on tho arm of an at 
tendant. A little later the sound of horses 
galloping down the trail some distance 
from the house roused the troop, but when 
they searched for Mosby they learned tha 
he and not an old woman had hobblei 
away.—New York Sun.

A Form of Salutation That Is Limited to 


a Few Races. 


" 'Tis certain," said Dick Steele o 


kissing, "nature was its author, and tha 
it bogan with tho first courtship." Bu 
this is incorrect. 'Tis certain thao to many 
human tribes kissing is unknown. 
In 


stead of saying "kiss me," they say"smel 
me," and this doubtless represents an 
earlier form of salutation. Tho kiss is 
much later than the danoe. It is still un 
known" among many races, and may bi 
called conventional. 
Some nations smel 


and rub noses, like horses, in salutation 
and whore two Frenchmen will run am 
kiss each other, two central Africans wil 
deliberately spit, by -way of friendly greet- 
ing. 


Dr. Tylor says: "The idea of the kiss 


being an instinctive gesture is nesitivoe 
by its being unknown over half tncFwarld; 
where the prevailing salute is that bj 
smelling or sniffing, which belongs to 
Polynesians, Malays, Burmese and other 
Indo-Chinese, Mongols, etc., extending 
thence to tho Eskimo, and westward to 
Lapland, whoro Liunasus saw relatives 
saluting by putting their noses together. 


The kiss is tho salute by tasting, and ii 


has to be taught to children. Preyer, in 
his excellent book, "The 
Mind of the 


Child,'' states that at first they are averse 
to and even fearful of the performance 
However this may be, it is certain thai 
Europeans speedily take to it as though to 
the manner born. Osculations were far 
moro common in the good old times than 
at present. The custom which most de- 
lighted Erasmus, when In England, was 
that the girls all kissed him. 


When ceasing to be performed, some ol 


these ceremonies leave their trace in lan- 
guage. Thus both Australians and Span- 
lards say, "I kiss your bauds," as a polite 
term for returniug thanks. John Bunyan 
was a very different man from Erasmus, 
and in his "Grace Abounding" he saya: 
"The common salutation of women I ab- 
hor. It is odious to me in whosoever I see 
it." And to those who defended It as the 
holy kiss be pertinently asked, "Why 
did they salute the most handsome and let 
the 111 favored go?"—London Standard.

Leprosy nnel Erysipelas. 


Somo timo ago a. report was publishofi 


concerning (lie remarkable influence) of an 
attack of erysipelas oil tho leprosy from 
which a patient hud been suffering. 
Tho 


incurable nuturo of leprosy is one of tho 
most distressing facts in connection with 
this gr.wo disorder. The observation to 
which I allude was made oil a d stinctly 
leprous patient, and after tho erysipelas 
attack had passed away it was found that 
tho leprosy Use. If showed marked signs of 
improvement and amelioration. Tho hint 
which is thus pivra in tho course of na- 
ture's oxporiinontnllou upon us should not 
bo lost siRht of. The theory on which tbo 
explanation of the euro of leprosy through 
an attack of erysipelas rests is that known 
as tho antagonism of microbes-. 


Tho erysipelas attack probably liberates 


or aulitoxlno which 
is 
iatal*~to The 


growth of tlio leprosy bacilli. 
We find in 


such a case tho analogue of the antitoxine 
treatment of diphtheria by tho scrum of 
tho liursu's bloud. 
In inaugurating such 


a system of treatment it is obvious wo 
Inn o only been following out, nature's own 
ways and works. 
If erysipelas bo found 


to be antagonistic to leprosy, it is clear 
the course of future experimentation will 
be that of discovering exactly and practi- 
cally tlio conditions under which an inoc- 
ulation of erysipelas germs may be cura- 
tive of tho other and more serious ailment. 
—London News.

Edward H. Viers, now a farmer near

When we readied Cleveland, 
t advanced him the money to buy a book 
called 'A Solf M.iclo Man,' which he bad 
seen in a store and which took his fancy. 
Ho was one of the most willing and faith- 
ful young follcws that ever worked under 
me. I had an old horse named Prince, 
known from one end of the canal to the 
other, and from the back of that animal 
Garfleld made his first speeches. 
They 


amused us and often afforded us food for 
reflection," 


^ in most unobservant, and his tall, slen- 
i"er nuil not ungmosful form rendered him 
conspicuous in any gathering. But his 
voice w«s the crowning endowment of 
BnHsasnn orator. It was commanding, 
musical, magnetic and the most inspiring 
imaginable. 


"On tho tour I speak of ho had an ap- 


pointment to speak at Hurrodsburg, Mor- 
cor county, and handbills announcing the 
event had been posted in thut town weeks 
iu ndvanco of tho date. 
There resided at 


Harrodsburg an intenso Whig, Thomas 
Martin, who had formerly lived in Barren 
county, and though ho hated Bates' poli- 
tics he know the capabilities of the man. 
He knew that blue grass people, as a rule, 
had a very poor opinion of the Pennyr'ile 
and did not think anything very excellent 
couia uuiutfuuw ur t*o piuuuuijucii a jreuiiy- 
r'ilo county as Barren. 
So Martin, when 


ho found Bates was to speak In Mercer 
county, began to herald him as one of the 
loading orators of the stato. He would say: 
'Just wait until Colonel James P. Bates 
gets here. He'll show you what eloquence 
Is.' His words were received with in- 
orodulity and oven with derision, but he 
persisted, and finally he succeeded In 
arousing the curiosity of the whole com- 
munity, and a splendid audience was as- 
sured Bates upon his appearance. 


"At last tho day arrived, and with It 


Bates. 
Martin and about a dozen other 


friends woro sitting in front of the tavern 
—there was no 'hotel' then—and about 11 
o'clock in the forenoon they saw approach- 
ing a tall and uncouth 'figure, almost gro- 
tesque in garb—a soiled linen duster, a 
soiled stovepipe hat, soiled trousers that 
had 'climbed' nearly to the knees, expos- 
ing a pair of 'blue mixed,' home knit yarn 
sooks, loosoly covering spiDdJeshanks, 
and just above shoes, untied, that ware 
rusty as last year's plowshares. All this 
bestride an old (lea bitten gray mare, lath- 
ered with sweat, for tho day was scorching 
hot. It was Jamos P. Bates. 


"He rode up to tlio tavern, and before 


that no mnn'\vh'o'oVer"heariilte"ver^orgof: 
'Tom Martin, iiow ure you? I am glad 
to see you, for I want a dram, and you 
can tell me where I can get the best 
liquor.' Martin was horrified, for his com- 
panions were convulsed with laughter and 
enjoyed his evident embarrassment. He 
answered Bates by shaking him by the 
hand aud leading him to the hotel bar, 
whore both took 'hog drivers.1 He then 
wont out and took Bates' saddlebags off 
tho old gras-, carried them Inside and had 
the best room in the house put in commis- 
sion. Bates' shirt was not Immaculate, 
aud Martin fished ont from tho saddlebags 
a clean garment 
He sent out for the 


town barber and had his friond decently 
shaved, his clothes brushed, shoes polished 
and hat smoothed. 


"Bates complained of being very tired 


and anxious for an hour's rest and was 
fast asleep on the bed before Martin had 
finished arranging his wardrobe. 
Martin 


went down stairs, and there he was un- 
mercifully guyed by his friends and ac- 
quaintances of both parties, but his only 
imswor was: 'Go and hear him. 
Go and 


hear him, gentlemen, and you'll change 
your tune.' . Thov all,"*1'' *•—•—°-"» uut 
ii.iES ic lor ally oonsideration.

ringing of tho flrst tavern boll Martin took 
another 'hog driver' up to Bates, who was 
already up and performing his ablutions. 
Aftor he was dressed and the liquor drank 
they descended to the dining room, where 
Batos ato a hoarty meal, after which he 
sat down for awhile under the shade trees 


front of the tavern, gossiping with 


Martin about old times and old friends 
down in Biir'n.1 


"When tho speaking wns announced by 


tho ringing of the courthouse bell, Bates 
aud Martin proceeded to that building, al- 
ready overflowing with people, many of 
thorn drawn from idle curiosity to hear 
what sort of talk such an odd look lug old 
codger would make. 


"Bates ascended the judge's stand and 


opened with tho stereotyped 'Fellow citi- 
zens.' His fornior aspect was changed. 
His eyes, his manner, his voice, were those 
of the nature molded orator. He knew 
two things—the law and.politics—and on 
this occasion ho discussed political issues 
like tho master ho was. 
Those who came 


to mock remained to applaud, and for two 
hours he held -his audionce entranced. 
Tom Martin was the happiest man In Mer- 
cer county that night. Bates proceeded on 
his way, and at Lebanon, in Marion coun- 
ty, lie had an experience very like that at 
Harrodsburg. 


"He was not a practical politician. He 


was too impolitic for that. He was no 
electioneer. He was too blunt for that. 
His ambition was to attain a seat In con- 
gress, but the only time he was nominat- 
ed was when his election was hopeless. It 
was in 1855, and his speeches against 
Know Nothingism that year are yet eulo- 
gized in the traditions of the old Third 
district. He was elected to the legislature, 
and when the spavined old state offloe of 
president of the board of internal improve- 
ments wns yet existent he was nominated 
for it because of his transcendent power 
on the stump. 


"After tho war he was frequently a can- 


didate for office, but a new generation had 
appeared that knew not Bates. His mind 
was unimpaired, and he was In political 
accord with the great majority of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky and of the Third district, 
but ho was too blunt, too plain spoken, 
too little of a wire puller to succeed In a 
convention. "—Louisville Courier-Journal. 


Hull Cains aod Gladstone. 


He (Hall Calne) left sohoo'l at the age ol 


15 and was apprenticed by hlg father to 
John Murray, arohitoot and land surveyor 
Ihe lad had no special faculties for uchl^ 
teoture beyond possessing a fair knowl- 
edge of drawing. 
When only 13 he drew 


the map of England which appeared in th* 
first edition of Gill's "Geography." 


John Murray Wns agent for the Lan- 


cashire estates of W. K. Gladstone, and It 
was In this way that Hall Calne first be- 
came known to the statesman, who from 
tlio flrst has been among his keenest ad- 
mirers. One of the flrst occasions on which 
ho attracted Mr. Gladstone's attention was 
one-day when he was superintending the 
surveying of Seaforth, Gladstone's estate 
Gladstone was surprised to see so small a 
lad in charge of the ohainmeu and boaan 
to talk with him. He must have been im- 
pressed by tho lad's conversation, for he 
patted his head and told him he would ba 
a flue man yet. Mr. Gladstone has nevei 
forgotten this incident. Some years later, 
John Murray having failed in the mean- 
while, an offer was made to Hall Calue 
from the Gladstones ol the stowardship of 
the Smiforth estate at a salary of £120 a 
year. 
"Although the thought of so much 


wealth, ho relates, "overwhelmed mo I 
did not BOB in this offer tho prospect of anv 
career-indeed this had been pointed out 
to me—and I detorrainod to continue in 
theArchitect's office." Ho accordingly at- 
tached himself as pupil or apprentioa to 
Kiohard Owens, the architect.—MoClure's 
Magazine.
